The big horse chestnut trees 
held up their cone-shaped bouquet** 
and now and then spilt a flower on 
Ihe heads of the spectators who 
w,itche<l Ihe annual drill and 
medal contest of Ihe battalion of 
the New Yoik Institution for the 
Instructiim of the Deaf and Dumb 
this week. On the edge of the 
lawn on the east side of the build- 
ings sat several gray-haired direc- 
tors, the principal. Knoch Henry 
Currier, and a j>roup of about 100 
visitors of l)oth sexes. The girl 
pupils of the institution, dresse<l in 
navy blue gowns, with muslin 
aprons and Tam o' Shanter hats, 
sauntered on the gravelly walks, 
tilking eagerly and excitedly in the 
sign language. 

It was a singular but pleasant 
spectacle, these voiceless youths and 
boys going .«o perfectly thmugh thp 
manual of drill, and watched and 
applauded by hundreds of human 
beiuars, among whom those who 
could speak were an exception. If 
one remembered how at the middle 
of the present century those so af- 
flicted would have been left well- 
night helpless, and compared these 
happy, healthy and intelligent 
young men and women with that 
condition, it was an occasion of deep 
thankfulness also. 

There were three companies of 
boys — little fellows in m>at gray 
knickerbockers anil black hose 
made Company C, and the other 
two were composed of older boys 
ranging in age fi-om 14 lo 20, who 
wore long, gray soldier trousers. 
One of the two color Iteareis was 
a negro, and a splendidly formed 
fellow, with a very intelligent face, 
he was, too. 

The drill lasted two hours. Drill- 
master William Henry Yan Ta.«sel 
directed the captains of Ihe com- 
panies in Ihe special evolutions after 
the general drill, and Capt. Lillien- 
dahi of Company C, Twenty-second 
lleiriment, reviewed the battalion. 

To see the commands given in the 
sign-language and t>yery one ojteyed 
with lightning-like rapidity, the 
only ."ound being the rifles as they 
came to rest on the click of the lock, 
was to see something which struck 
at least one observer as niaivelous. 
Hut even more marvelous was the 
fixed, alert and active brain mani- 
fested by those lads who used to be 
calh'd " the unfortunate, " and who 
can be honestly called so no longer. 

Capt„ .lohn II. Keiser, a line, tall, 
slender, but sinewy, youth of 18, 
l)ore oft the gold medal given by 
Principal Currier to the best drill 
master, and then, after much de- 
lil)eration, l)ecau8e among so many 
who were good the choice was not 
easy, Capt. Lilliendahl awarded 
gold metlals to the most efWcient 
member of Companies A, H, and C. 
The medals ai-e annually given by 
Archibald D. Russell and are known 
as the Ilusscll medals. The winners 
were Edward Klsworth of Company 
A, Michael Elliott of Company H 
and Frank T. Lux of Company C. 

There are in the present term, 
which doses .Tune I'i, 450 pupils of 
the Institution, l(i5 boys and '.^50 
girls. Not one of them gives sign 
of leading other than a happy and 
even joyful existence under condi- 
tions which it would be hanl to 
improve upon. The situation of 
the school buildings is one of the 
healthiest in healthy Manhattan 
Island; it occupies tlu> high giound 
between Broadway and the Houle- 
vartl Lafayette, while the carriage 
entrance is try the fotmei street; 
the wide. old-faahione<i portal of 
the main building looks out upon 
the Hudson. 

These two buildings, one of light 
coloied and tlie other of red brick, 
wew built 50 years ago, when space 
was more generous. Vast halls, 
wide, high-ceilinged rooms, airy 
dormitories, palatial dininy-iH>oms 
in the njatter of size, mark the 
buildings. In the larger of the iwo 
are class rooms, and tlu» girl's dor- 
mitory as well as the apart- 
ments of oflicers of the institution. 
The red l>rick building adjoining 
has class rooms, boys' dormitory, 
and on the top floor a finely 



ped gymnasium. 

To the north of these buildings is 
a later one, the trade school. Here 
the various trades are taught, sew- 
ing, cooking, modeling, drawing, 
etc., for the tjiils, and printing, 
gardening, tailoring, carpentering, 
etc., for the boys. 

On the other side of Broadway 
stands a big while frame Itnildiuir 
of colonial style and dimensions. 
This is the kindergarten, where 
little boys are only taken. While 
the drill was «oing on the little 
kindergartners stood on their lawn 
•and watched it wistfully. Hut in a 
coui)le of years the youngest of them 
will be shouldering a gun and do- 
ing likewise. 

" Aren't the children very home- 
sick when they come here first ?" 

" Forten minutes, perhaps," said 
the officer interiogaled. "These 
deaf and dumt) children, when in 
the world, know that they ai-e dif- 
ferent from other childivn. They 
don't realize how or why, but they 
have the feeling. No sooner are 
they bn>ught here than they appre- 
ciate in some subtle way that ihey 
have at last reached a place where 
they are exactl}' like everyone else. 
So it is just as I tell you — in a 
quarter of an hour they are at home 
here and perfectli' happy." 

Of the various trades taught 
in the institution, the favorite 
ones with tlie Itoys, and 
those in which they ai-e apt to 
excel when they go out in the 
world, are printing and tailoring. 
There are several clever tailors 
now irr the older classes, and many 
rapid, expert compositors. The 
offlcei's anrl directors chosen at the 
annual election were : Rev. Dr. 
t^harles A. Stoddard, president ; 
Men is K. .Tesup, first vice-iJivsi- 
dent ; .John T. Terry, .second-vice 
president ; Eilward M. Townsentl, 
treasurer ; Thatcher M. Adams, 
secretary. Clement Marsh was 
elected direct 01, in place of Ben- 
jamin Perkins, and Thomas N. 
Cuthbert, in place of .fudge 
Fancher, decea,se<l. The other 
directors were re elected.

The annual meeting of the New 
York Institution for the Instruction 
of the Deaf and Dumb was held 
May 15, at the Institution at Wash- 
ington Heights, The members and 
friends of the Institution were en- 
tertained at luncheon, and under 
the guidance of the Principal, were 
aftonied the opportunity of making 
a thorough inspection of the Insti- 
tution in its daily routine. Great 
interest was manifested in the ath- 
letic exercises and the classes for 
oral in.struction. The following 
Directors were elected to .serve for 
three years : The Rev. Thomas 
Gallaudet, I). D., .lohn L. Tonnele, 
John T. Terry, Francis V. Gieene, 
Wm. M. Y. IlofTman. Charles A. 
Leale, M. D., Samuel Riker, Eu- 
gene Delano ; and to fill vacancies 
Clement March and Thomas N. 
Cuthbert. At a subsequent meet- 
ing of the Directors, the following 
oflicers were cliosi'U : President of 
the Institution the Rev. Dr. Charles 
A. Stoddard, to succeed Jndge 
Entwh L. Fancher who died last 
February ; first vice-president, Mor- 
ris K. Jesup ; second vice-president, 
John T. Terry ; treasuier, Edwant 
M. Townsend ; se<'eret«ry. Thatch- 
er M. Adams. 

Following the meeting the annual 
drill took place on the lawn. The 
cadet battalion, numbering 150 
boys, was divideti into four eom- 
panies. The drill master was 
William Henry Van Tas.sell, instruc- 
tor of military tactics in the Insti- 
tution. The commands were given 
in Ihe sign language and were 
resjwnded to promptly. The review- 
ing officer was Captain John G. R. 
Lilliendahl, of Company C, Twenty- 
second Regiment, N. Y. Militia. He 
iiLspected the drill and determined 
the as.signment of Ihe " Archibald 
D. Russell" gold medals to the most 
soldier-like boy in each of three 
oldest companies. The competition 
was keen, and the result was as 
follows : The winners were Edwanl 
C. Elswoith, of company A ; Mi- 
chael Elliott, of Comirany B, and 
Frank T. Lux, of Company C. A 
gold medal, given by the Prineipal 
to Ihe best drill captain of the year, 
was won by C^ptaiu John H. Keis- 
equip- ' er, of Company A. These medals 



were presented on the parade 
groun<l by the President in a brief 
adress. 

The eighty-first annual report of 
the New York Institution for the 
Instiuction of the Deaf and Dumb, 
just issued, shows that 460 — 301 
males and 165 females — were en- 
rolled in the past year, %nd that the 
health of the pupils has been excel- 
lent, the gymnasium and military 
drill having aided greatly, he says, 
in im|)ioving the physique of the 
pupils and reducing the number of 
minor aliments. There was only 
one death in the Institution in tWe 
year. 

From county and State scholar- 
ships tl»e receipts were $120,225.96 
and fn)m pay pupils and other 
sonrces $3,322.64. As the expendi- 
tures amounted to $130,212.10, It 
was necessary to borrow $6,633.59 
from the Real Estate and Building 
Fund to meet the deficit. The 
report contains a memorial to the 
Legislature urging the increase of 
Stale scholarships to $300 ; a com- 
pulsory education law for deaf 
children, and amendments to the 
laws making a residence, of one 
year in the State, instead of three, 
sufficient for the admission to State 
scholarships, and putting the edu- 
cation of the deaf wholly in the 
hands of the State, so that State 
Su|)erintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion only shall have the appointment 
and sui*prvision of all deaf children 
of sch(x>l age. A careful investi- 
gation of the condition of graduates 
shows that out of a total of 3,790 
educated, le.ss than 100 have been 
found to be unable to suceessfully 
care for themselves after gradua- 
tion. 

Of five seventy eases of denf- 
blindness found in the United 
State •; there are three in the Insti- 
tution, Stanley Robinson, Orris 
Benson and Katie McGirr. Robin- 
son has completed the full course 
of study, and is now devoting his 
entire time to learning a trade, by 
means of which he will l>e able to 
support himself after leaving the 
Institution. Benson devotes a 
portion of each school day to man- 
ual training, which includes clay 
modeling, wood carving, and chair 
caning, but the greater part of his 
time is spent in classroom work. 
Katie McGirr spends her entire 
school day in the classroom. 

The Institution was never more 
prosperous and useful. It is en- 
tirely uns.^ctariau and eclectic in 
its teaching, and shows resulta at- 
tained nowhere else in the world, 
and these results are due in no 
small degree to the faith fatness of 
the diiectors and the splendid en- 
thusiasm and enterprise of Mr. 
Enoch Henry Currier, the Principal 
of the Institution.

8<>ME of oiir weHterii oonU-m- 
porarifs are discotwinji life insur- 
ance for the rlenf. The Equitable 
\h held up a» an exception in that it 
will take risks on the dj-af if an 
extra premium l>e jiaid. Many of 
the old line companies will do the 
game. What we want to discover 
is a company that will takes risks 
without the extra compensation. 
Life insurance is baaed upon mor- 
tuary statistics that have reqnire<1 
soxjres of years to accumulate. 
From these statiotica it is possible 
for the companies to ascertain just 
what the chances of "death are in 
any j;iveii occupation or condition, 
and thus fix the amount of preminm 
to be paid by the insnred. The 
writer is informed that no statistics 
of the deaf have been gathered for 
this purpose, probably t>ecauhe total 
deafne.Hs has always been classed 
without thought a« an impossible 
risk and the numl>er so afflicted 
has not »>een great enough t<» inte- 
rest the Insurance companies in 
seeking f heir patronage. This ac- 
connU for some of the companies, 
which blindly pin their faith to 
statistics, refusing to insure the 
deaf at all. Not finding the deaf 
classifie<l, they shy at the risk. As 
the gathering of statistics is a mat- 
ter of msny years' labor, probably 
few of the present generation will 
live to see a change in this respect. 
«ut perhaps some of these days a 
man with good vTay matter under 
his hat will (yet into a position of 
jinthority in a first class company 
and reawin the matter out ahead of 
the statistician. He will consider 
thftt the sole objection entertained 
by insurance companies to taking a 
deaf man «a a riak, Ilea in the in- 
ability of the latter to hear ap- 
proaching danger. He will con- 
clnde that thla objection holds cood 
where the man is only partially 
deaf, and thus accustomed to de- 
pend on a v«ry unreliable mean.** of 
warning. Then he will branch out 
for himself. He will rea»f>n thit a 
rnan totally deaf from birth or 
arlj- childhood, never could have 
;.een aceuHtome<l t«» depend urKjn hix 
hearinK for anything, least of all as 
a warning of danger. Ife will 
rf-alize that in the streets of a city, 
:ich a deaf roan is not so great a 
isk as one who depends on his 
h»*aring ; for even did not the 
multitude of sonnds prevent the 
latter from locating the source of 
danger, the *' sense of direction" if 
so defective in the great majority of 
the hearing, that their ability to 
hiar under such circumstancef. 
would avail th'-m little, and if they 
depended tifios i' their dani^er 
would be great. The totally deal 
man would not regard sound it all. 
He would depend opon siKbt alone; 
and made alert from the nece«*it> 
of so depending, his danger would 
b« leaa in the proportion that sight 
excels Hound as a warning. 
BabF>er-tir«<l vehicles ot all de- 
scriptions are multiplyioff on the

A 'rouctalnsr Mvf-ne. 



I have seen the Americ;an flag in 
many countries and circumstances. 
I have seen it floating at the head 
of a great war cquailron. I once 
saw it carried, ragged and wet with 
blw)d, but triumphant from a 
battlefield which was strewn with 
corpses of m'-n who had died to de- 
fend it. Hut nowhere has it seemed 
to me more tonchingiy and im- 
pressively used than in a homely 
little scene of which I happened to 
be a witness during the Civil War. 

In Autrust, 1863, 1 was going from 
West Virginia to Philadelphia 
through Pennsylvania. The south 
bound trains that summer were 
heavily loadetl with trooj>8 and pro- 
visions for the army, but going 
back they carried few passengers. 

At Pittsburg, when the train roll- 
ed into the station, a great silent 
crowd waited for it. A splendid 
funeral car Htf)od in the back- 
i^round surrounded b}' troops, and 
the street was filled with a long 
line of closed carriages. A volun- 
teer officer in the Union Army, 
who had been a man of influence 
and high pf>8ition in Pittsburg, had 
been killed in the last battle, and 
now his native city mourned for 
him and did him honor. 

The cofiln, rich in decorations 
and covered with flowers, was re- 
verently borne from the car. The 
troo|>8 presented arms, the stand- 
ards, drapi'd with black, were low- 
ered, and the air was filled with the 
Holeiiiii music of funeral marches. 

After a short delay the train roll- 
ed <m its way. 

Late that afternoon it stopped at 
a little station among the Allegltany 
Mountains. The station house was 
but a rongh shed ; a pie was rooting 
under the platform. In the back- 
ground there was a squalid cabin 
in a potato patch. The whole land- 
Hcape spoke of barrenness and help- 
less poverty. 

Standinu on the platform was a 
woman, a pf>or country girl. She 
wore an old, patched calico gown, 
that clung limply to her thin body, 
and a calico sunbonnet which she 
had thrown back that she might 
better warch the train. A little bare- 
fo<^»ted boy clunjr to her, but she did 
not hee<l him. Her face waspinch- 
e*! and bloodless. She leaned for- 
ward, Maring with childish dilated 
eyes into each car as it passed. 

There was a grating sound as the 
trainmen dratreed a rough pine box 
from the freight car and laid it upfjn 
the platform. The woman went up 
to it, and without a word or a tear 
drop[>ed and clasped her arms 
around it. There was not a man 
on the train who did not uncover 
his head but she saw nothing of the 
many strange, pitying eyes fixed on 
her. Her boy came to her crying, 
" Where is papa? You said he would 
come." 

She did not hear or answer, only 
claH|K^d the Ixix closer. 

Tli»* tragedy was so squalid, so 
hf)peles« that the onlookers saw only 
its cruelty. Why should this poor 
farm boy be struck down, and his 
hopeless wife and her child be left 
to struggle and suffer? Why need 
there be this waste of human life? 

Just then a man ran out of the 
station carrying a fatterefl old flag 
and spread it proudly over the box. 
And at the touch of it, it seemwl 
Ut us who watched it, as if oar 
country had said: 

"This is my son. He died forme. 
Pay reverence to him." 

The train steamed slowly away. 
The setting sun threw its light over 
the platform — the woman ami her 
son aud her dead — but the flag en- 
noble<l this poor martrj'dom. 
Never in the triumphs of peace or 
fury of battle did it "xpress with 
more emphasis the majesty of our 
country than when it claimed the 
por>r volunteer as its son, one of 
its heroes to be honore<l for all 
ti me. — Ymdh's Companiov.

People often wonder how men 
ernploj'e<l in rolling mills and foun- 
dries endure the terrible heat. In 
the melting nwm of the U. S. 
Mint at Philadelphia the thermome- 
ter usually indicates one hundred 
and six degrees, in gas works one 
hundred and eighteen <legrees, and 
in blast furruK-es about one hun- 
dred and fifteen degrees, while in 
steamships the firemen sometimes 
have to endure one hinxlred arid 
forty <legr'ees of heat. In all these 
places the men wear very little 
clothing and undoitbte<lly suffer 
from the exposure, but not so much 
as a person might suppose. 

The reaNon is that these men are 
not reached by the humidity. 
They are working in places where 
places where the artificial heat is 
so intens«!a8 to drive out the humi- 
dity, and one hundred and eighteen 
degrees of heat, in a pure, dry air 
is not felt so much as a mixture of 
ninety degrees of heat and eighty 
per cent of humidity, that t/Clls on 
people aii<l greatly tries their 
vitality. The humidity is the mois- 
ture in the air. When it is very in- 
tense it prevents the perspiration 
from paAsing out through the pores 
of the skin, and its pressure on the 
flesh is very exhausting and the con- 
finement of the perspiration ex- 
ceedingly ' unhealthy. Although 
people <lo not know it, they would 
Iks cooler by silting beside a n*<l- 
hot stove than they would be in the 
street on any hot misdummer day.
